A newspaper correspondvnt who was 
present at a review of the Austmn cav- 
alry, narrates the following incident : 

It isr a grand sight — twcnty to forty 
thousand borses, while each and every 
horse knows and understands the slightest 
note of the bugle, sweeping over a broad 
plain, and changing posítionslike an enor- 
mous machine guided by an unerring 
raaster hand. It must be seen to be ap- 
preciated ; words cannot reproduce the 
picturè. On a certain occasion an event 
happened which lent an interest most 
thrilling to the military scene. It was at 
a review, held in Vienna, on the occasion 
of the fiftielh anniversary of the establish- 
ment of the military order of Maria Ther- 
esa. 

Not far from thirty thousand cavalry 
were in line. A litlle child (a giri of not 
morè than four years, } standing in the 
front row of spectators, either from f right 
or some other cause, rushed out intu the 
open field just as a squadron of huzzars 
came sweeping around from the main 
body. They had made the detour for the 
purpose of saluting the empress, whose 
carraige was drawn up in ".hat part of the 
parade ground. Down came the flying 
squadron, charging at a mad gallop — 
down tlirectty upon the child. The rnoth- 
er was paralyzcd, as were others ; for their 
could be no rescue from the line of spec- 
taíors. The eui])ress uttered acryof hor- 
ror, for the child 's destnictton seemed in-

evitable ; and snch a terrible destnictton 
— the tramping to death by a thousand 
iron hoofs ?
